Utility Dept.Loses$5,000 


The Elba Light and Water 
Board met at noon Monday ina 
meeting postponed from the 
previous Tuesday night. The 
meeting was routine. 

Chairman Charles Hayes Ill 
reported that the auditor had 
indicated the Board was ingood 
condition relative to bonded 
indebtedness, and he would 
present a detailed report on 
this at the January meeting. 

Hayes pointed out to the 
members that as usual during 
this time of the year, the Board 
operated at a deficit, with a 
$5,347.85 loss. He explained 
that power use drops in winter 
but operating expenses remain 
almost the same. The Decem- 
ber 12 financial statement of 
the board indicated a utility 


billing of $70,245,99 and ex-“ 


penses of $75,593.84. Of this 
expense the power bill (elec- 
tricity purchased) totaled 
$46,763.96. 

The Board was also given 
a list of delinquent accounts 
that totaled only $204.74 from 
November. A list of inactive 
accounts (users moved) had a 
$530.05 balance due, but de- 
posits had not been applied 
to these. 

An estimate of the cost of 
providing power to the new 
National Guard Armory is 
being prepared and installa- 
tion is expected to cost about 
$12,000. The Board also dis- 
cussed low voltage to several 
areas of the city and stressed 
the urgency of the quarter- 
million dollar upgrading ofthe 
system that is on the drawing 
boards.

School Cuts 
Teaching Staff 
By One 


This newspaper has received 
a number of complaints from 
concerned parents in regardto 
the combining of some fourth 
grade classes at the Elba El- 
ementary School recently. The 
complaints prompted a call to 
Superintendent Elmer Taylor 
and a request for an explana- 
tion. 

Taylor said a teacher in 
the kindergarten had resigned 
and since there were five fourth 
grade teachers instructing 15 
students, it was felt that this 
was the move to make. 

He further explained how the 
number ofteachers are arrived 
at and why itis sometimes in- 
correct. The State Department 
of Education sends out an es- 
timated number of teacher 
units allowed based on past en- 
roliment and anticipated legis- 
lative action. According to the 
the estimate Elba would have 
kindergarten teachers but the 
legislature did not fund the 
kindergarten program, there- 
fore, the system was over- 
staffed as far as state funds 
were concerned. Before the 
education bills passed the leg- 
islature, school had started 
with the kindergarten program 
included. Last week a kinder- 
garten teacher resigned and 
since the system was over- 
staffed, Taylor decided to 
transfer one ofthe fourth grade 
teachers to the kindergarten 
program. He said that the 
fourth grade classes are still 
not overfilled andthe reduction 
in teacher units due to the re- 
signation was a blessing to the 
budget, strained by the failure 
of the funding of the kinder- 
garten program. 

The system lost a teacher 


in the Middle School earlier 


this year through a resignation 
and this teacher was not re-» 
placed either. Taylor said a 
Title 1 teacher at the Elemen- 
tary school was transfered to 
the position because of a cut 
in federal funds for Title 1. 


Two Youths Are 
Arrested On Drug 
Charges At School 


Last Thursday Elba police 
arrested two Elba High School 
students and charged them with 
drug possession. The officers 
went to the school with war- 
rants to search one youth’s 
car and happened to see sus- 
pected drugs in a car parked 
next to the one being searched. 
A check revealed that it was 
marijuana and both youths were 
arrested and later released on 
bonds. 

One of the boys was later 
charged with selling drugs. 
The charges were based on 
previous evidence collected by 
police officers, according .to 
statements made by the ar- 
resting officers. 

The case of possession on 
one of the youths will be tried 
in city court, as it is his 
first offense. The other youth 
has a previous conviction, ac- 
cording to officers, and the 
case will be bound over to 
Circuit Court. His case of 
selling drugs will automatic- 
ally be bound over to the 
higher court as a felony.

Votes Raise For Elected Officials 


Council Discusses City Limits Move 


The Elba City Council held 
its regular third Tuesday 
meeting on Tuesday night of 
this week. All members were 
present. 

The first item of busi- 
ness was to open bids on a 
new backhoe-equipped tractor 
for the street department. 
Three bids were received, with 
Jeffcoat Equipment Company 
of Dothan submitting the lowest 
bid of $13,034.00. Joe Money 
Machinery of Montgomery sub- 
mitted an alternate bid of 
$12,000, using a tractor that 
was a bit smaller than asked 
for on the specifications. Act- 
ion on the backhoe was tabled 
until the next meeting, and the 
bidders were asked to submit 
bids on a used road grader 
and a front-end loader. 

Recreation Director I. F. 
Dunaway reported to the coun- 
cil on the recreation depart- 
ment. With the assistance of 
the council he established the 
cost of using the skating rink 
“if and when we get our ska- 
tes”. The price will be $1.25 
using city skates and 50¢ using 
personal skates. 

Dunaway ‘reported on the 
success of the basketball lea- 
gue now playing at the Mul- 
berry gym. He said gate re- 
ceipts were $41.25 and the 
council instructed him toturn 
this money in to be deposited 
in the recreation fund. 

Dunaway reported he had a 
price of $64.95 on a tennis 
net; there were five leaks in 
the recreation building, and 
the flag pole needed repair- 
ing. Also he needed some 
work done on the baseball 
fields; the machines in the 
recreation building were worn 
out and needed replacing. A 
Dothan firm has suggested 
placing their machines in the 
building on a 50-50 sharing of 
receipts agreement. Also, the 
pool tables need repairing. He 
said the latest estimate of 
repairing the front of the build- 
ing where a teenage girl hit 
it with a car was $727.00. In- 
surance covered this damage, 
according to Dunaway. 


The South Central Mental 
Health Department in Anda- 
lusia sent a letter to the City 
and Director Wright will be 
asked to attend the next meet- 
ing. The City has had a dis- 
agreement with the mental 
health folks about the amount 
of help available to Elba peo- 
ple and the amount of funds 
requested from the city. 

The councilmen voted to 
increase the salary of coun- 
cilmen in the next administra- 
tion to $80 per month. Pre- 
sently they are receiving $60 
and the increase had to be made 
at least six months before 
the election. Councilman Ben 
Carpenter voted against the 
action. 

The mayor’s salary was 
increased from $250 to $350. 
As reported in last week's 
ELBA CLIPPER, a new law re- 
moves the ceiling on pay for 
mayors of small towns. In 
the past the $250 was the max- 
imum that could be paid under 
Alabama law. 

The council had been asked 
to establish a policy on Christ- 
mas gifts for city employees 
for future years, but no act- 
ion was taken on this. Sev- 
eral councilmen were opposed 
to the suggested graduated 
scale of bonus, and others 
didn’t feel the council should 
set a policy that would carry 
over a change of administra- 
tion. 

William Scarbrough was 
reappointed to a position on 
the Housing Authority. He is 
completing his first term and 
had told city officials he 
would serve again if asked. 

A letter from the Corp of 
Engineers on their inspect- 
ion of the levee was read and 
discussed. Councilman 
Charles Ellis made a motion 
that was seconded and passed 
instructing the street depart- 
ment to complete the work 
within 45 days, and that a let- 
ter be sent to the Corps not- 
ing the completion. Also a 
copy of the letter will be 
mailed to each councilman and 
the matter will be discussed 
at the first meeting after the 
45 days. 

Bills totaling $6686.67 were 
approved for payment after a 
discussion about some em- 
ployees still buying merchan- 
dise without purchase orders. 
The City Clerk was instructed 
to present no more bills Aor 
payment that did not have the 
purchase orders. “Just tell the 
employee to pay for it/him-

Retail Business Shows 


Decrease In County 


A recent issue of Alabama 
Business, published by the 
Center for Business and Ec- 
onomic Research at the Un- 
iversity of Alabama contained 
figures on retail sales in var- 
ious counties in the state in- 
cluding Coffee County for the 
period of January-September 
of 1975 compared with the same 
period in 1974. 

Coffee County reported a drop 
of 9.7 percent overall during 
this period. Leading the de- 
crease was eating places with 
a whopping 30.1 percent drop 
Building supplies and lumber 
sales dropped 15.4% reflect- 
ing the nationwide drop in con- 
struction. This was followed 
closely by a 13% drop in sales 
by gas stations, even though 
car sales were off only 8.8% 

Furniture sales dropped 11.6 
percent in the county. It is in- 
teresting to note that in Pike 
County there was a 17.3% drop 
in furniture and a big 22.9% 
drop in Covington, the only two 
adjoining counties with this 


figure available. 

While all these items were 
dropping, the hardware and 
farm implement business in- 
creased a tremendous 45%, the 
largest in the state, while most 
counties showed a drop in this 
category. General merchand- 
ise stores showed'a 20.8%, in- 
crease and grocery stores 
sales increased 18% during the 
period. Drug stores increased 
almost 5% and clothing stores 
about 4% 

Coffee County citizens spent 
$54,453,000 on retail pur- 
chases during this-period

It appears that he 
neglected to get permission 
for the Congress to ‘‘find out 
who's naughty or nice’’, or to 
make a list. Additionally, 
his name keeps coming up in 
a prominent Senate Investiga- 
tion Hearing as a possible 
C. 1. A. operative -- code name 
‘Kris Kringle.”’ 

“‘He’s buying information

Rosy Outlook Seen 
For Service Sector 


The service sector is expected 
to expand rapidly in 1976 as 
economic recovery accelerates, 
according to a new study by 
the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

The emergence of new, mar- 
ketable service industries will 
contribute to the growth, the 
study says. In addition, the 
growing complexities of mod- 
ern business will stimulate de-" 
mand for such business services 
as equipment rentals. employ- 
ment agencies, legal services, 
and systems management. 

As apartment living continues 
to increase sharply in the late 
1970s, home maintenance serv- 
ices are also expected to expand 
significantly. Larger markets 
for home health services, medi- 
cal services, leisure activities 
and retirement communities in 
warm weather areas may be ex- 
pected as the number of elderly 
people increases during the next 
several years.

8. Failing to pay gift taxes 
on the milk and cookies put 
out for him by children. 

9. Avoiding state and fed- 
eral taxes on his sleigh, notto 
mention licensing, registra- 
tion, and having an operator's 
permit. 


Additionally, the Senator 
noted that F.P.A. has expres- 
sed concern that Santa’s trip 
may be hazardous to his health 
because the smoke coming out 
of the chimneys he descends 
may contain too much ‘'‘fly 
ash.’’ E. P. A. has also sug- 
gested that he not stop to 
water his reindeer along the 
way because he may violate 
the Scenic Rivers Act. 


‘‘Also,"’ the Senator con- 
tinued, ‘‘the National Or- 
ganization for Women 
(N.O.W.) has sent a formal 
protest to the.Equal Oppor- 
tunity Commission claiming 
that Ms. Claus is being tr- 
eated unfairly.’ Instead of 
sitting home ina rocking chair 
by the fireplace on Christmas 
Eve, N.O.W. contends, she 
should be permitted to drive 
the sleigh at least half the 
time and be given the same 
recognition for the toy de- 
liveries as her husband. 

By this time I know that 
you realize I am being face- 
tious, and that Santa, a mas- 
ter of cutting burgaucratic 
red tape, will be right ontime. 
Besides, the Senate Investi- 
gations Committee in question 
has ‘‘completed its active 
phase of -hearings’’ so its 
Chairman can run for Presi- 
dent. So, Santa is safe for 
another year, but how much 
longer can this crazy game 
continue, and where are the 
multitude of government rules 
and regulations taking us? 


Even while conser- 
vative Senators. were at- 
tempting to stop a multi- 
billion dollar New York 
City bailout, we were 
brought face-to-face with a 
$14.4 billion bailout of 
bankrupt railroads in the 
Northeastern and Mid- 
Western Regions of the 


United States. 

This outrageous and 
wasteful bill was railroad- 
ed through the Senate 
without allowing Senators 
to be made aware of its 
wasteful aspects and of its 
unsoundness. One feature, 
for example, would have 
the Federal government 
spend about $4 billion to 
up-grade the rail bed bet- 
ween Washington, D.C. 
and Boston, an improve- 
ment that can be made for, 
less than half that amount. 
But the big spenders in the 
Senate want a super rail- 
bed that will permit trains 
to run at 150 miles an hour 
instead of 110 miles an 
hour for a net savings in 
travel time of about an 
hour. To spend an extra 
$2.8 billion to save an hour 
on a train ride from 
Washington to Boston is a 
disgraceful waste of tax- 
payer's money. 

1 pointed out that the 
Congress has already ap- 
propriated billions of 
dollars bailing out the 
Penn Central Railroad and 


every bit of that has gone 
down the drain. Now Con- 
gress is setting up a Con- 
Rail system to take over 
bankrupt Northeast and 
Mid-Western railroads. 
ConRail’s top managers 
will come from rail 
transportation fields, and 
would not only have 
day-to-day management 
responsibilities, but fiscal 
responsibilities as well. 
This procedure 
would, in, effect, give a 
blank check on the Federal 
Treasury to those who are 
most responsible for the 
predicament of the 
railroads. They want Uncle 
Sam not only to take over 
the bankrupt lines but also 
to pay stockholders for 
their worthless in- 
vestments. Its like letting 


the fox police the 
henhouse. 
President Ford has 


said that he would veto the 
Senate rail bailoue bill, 
and | hope that he will 
stick with that pledge. But 
1 also recall that he pledg- 
ed to veto a New York City 
bailout bill, and then 
backed down.

Anyway, every- 
body was dirt poor and my 
grandmother swapped the 
land, little by little, for things 
like potatoes and corn, beans, 
cows, hogs . . commodi- 
ties, you’d call it now, to feed 
her family and keep body and 
soul together. The way I’ve 
heard it told, she swapped 
mostly to people from Florida 
and they moved in. The first 
thing anybody knew, they were 
claiming it was part of Flo- 
rida, like squatters rights al-' 
most. 

Of course, the Florida leg- 
islature later recognized that 
the Panhandle was supposed to 
be part of Alabama. All you 
have to do is look on a map 
and it’s pretty obvious, and be- 
sides, Florida had more 
coastal land than they needed 
anyway.

Fuel Your Home 


The first large-scale trash 
and garbage recycling facility 
is now under construction in 
EI Cajon, Cal. 


The $8 million plant is a 
joint project of the U.S, En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
and private industry. It will 
convert 35 truckloads of solid 
waste a day into 200 barrels 
of liquid fuel worth $1,700 to 
$1,800. 


In addition, it will reclaim 
25 tons of usable glass and 
metals with a value of about 
$750. A spokesman for the 
project says that for each kilo- 
watt of electricity required to 
operate the plant, its fuel oil 
product will furnish 2.2 kilo- 
watt hours. 


A 60-watt bulb burns for 17 
hours for the same money it 
takes to light a 100-watt bulb 
for 10 hours.

The Alabama Association 
of Insurance Agents is deeply 
concerned over the possible 
recent loss to many Alabama 
policyholders because of the 
bankruptsy of a Texas Insur- 
ance Company as reported by 
the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, “We are naturally vit 
ally interested in protecting 
the policyholders of our state 
against losses of this type,” 
Stated Morris Slingluff, Pres- 
ident of the Association, “and 
we feel that some type of In- 
Surance Guaranty Fund Law 
would be a big step in this 
direction.” 

President Slingluff went 
on to say, “The Insurance 
Guaranty Fund, which is fund- 
ed by the Insurance Compan- 
ies doing business inthis state, 
would provide protection for 
the citizens of Alabama. Ala- 
bama is one of 3 states that 
does not have some type of 
Insurance Guaranty Fund 
Legislation providing this pro- 
tection has been introduced in 
the Ala. Legislature in 197] 
and 1973. This legislation 
passed the House but failed to 
pass the Senate.” 

“The over 1,000 Inde- 
pendent Insurance Agents are 
very concerned over this 
problem,” states Slingluff, 
“and are extremely interested 
in working with the Alabama 
Legislature to bring about a 
change in the Alabama Law.
